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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1. Claims 1, 3, 5-21 and 23-52 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1. 142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected inventions, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed 
on January 3, 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 



3. Claims 2, 4 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Takeda et 
al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,438,213). 

Regarding claims 2, 4 and 22, Takeda et al. teach a transmitting apparatus and method for 
transmitting a storage identifier for identifying a storage medium and data to be accumulated on 
the storage medium identified by the storage identifier and a receiving apparatus identifier for 
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identifying a receiving apparatus, and data (see Figs. 12-14 and column 1, line 55 tp column 6, 
line 3). 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Tanaka et al (U.S. Patent No. 5,787,356) teach a cordless telephone system and 
generation method of a unique word thereof. Kepler et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,745,177) teach a 
method and system for retrieving data from multiple data sources using a search routing 
database. Kromann (U.S. Patent No. 6,766,3 13) teaches a system and method for caching and 
retrieving information. Stern et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,778,986) teach a computer method and 
apparatus for determining site type of a web site. Leuca et al. (U.S. Patent Application 
Publication No. 2002/01 10230) teach a method of wireless retrieval of information.
